I. A Wonderful Conditional 
Promise 


It is sad that Christians general- 
ly do not rejoice much in the 
promises of God. We take them 
too lightly. We do not even learn 
them or keep them in mind. We 
do not take God up on His prom- 
ises. We do not. receive what 
God wants to give. Perhaps a 
wicked unbelief, a secular attitude 
keeps us from learning and rejoic- 
ing in and claiming the “exceed- 
ing great and precious promises’’ 
which God has given in His Word. 

God feels much more keenly His 
promises than de-we. God has 
bound Himself; His holiness, His 
integrity, His righteousness is in- 
volved in every promise that He 
made. So God rejoices in His 
promises to men through the out- 
pourings of His loving and benevo- 
lent heart. That is illustrated in 
Ephesians 6:2, 3, “Honour thy fa- 
ther and mother; which is the first 
commandment with promise; That 
it may be well with thee, and thou 
mayest live long on the earth.” 
This is the fifth of the Ten Com- 
mandments, but in one sense it is 
first. It is first of all the Ten 
Commandments that involves a 
promise! And that promise, that 
holy vow, obligated God in a spe- 
cial way. So in God’s loving 


we should rejoice. 


l. How Great Is the Promise 
to This Blessed Man 


Did you ever know a greater 
promise than this? First of all, it 
is a promise of blessedness. It is 
a beatitude. Happy, fortunate, 
prosperous is this man! 

It is promised that we who are 
in this desert world, a world some- 
what estranged from God, a world 
at enmity with God and not con- 
scious of God’s blessing and not 
striving much to please God, may 
be just like a tree planted by the 
river of waters. Here is a river of 
water in a desert. Here the bless- 
ed man is pictured like a tree with 
the roots right down in the edge of 
the river. soaking up always 
enough, with never any lack. 

So this tree suffers no year 
without fruit, no harvest without 
plenty. It “bringeth forth his 
fruit-in.his season.” The blessed 
man here is like a tree whose blos- 
soms are-hever killed by an early 
freeze, a tree whose fruit is never 
stunted by the drought. 

The other day I drove up the 
San Joaquin VaHey and across the 
Sacramento River through great 
irrigated peach orchards and acres 
of English walnut trees. The pas- 
tor who drove the car told me that 
this land, covered with mature 
fruit trees, was worth $3,500 an 
acre! But not all man’s irrigated 
and pruned and sprayed and care- 
fully tended trees can adequately 
picture the blessed man God here 
describes. 

And its leaf never’ withers. 
There is never the curling of a 
withered leaf in the hot summer

“The Foolish and the Fools’’ 


Lashing out at the current fad 
of making hypnosis a parlor game 
as well as the practice of quacks 
to capitalize on the fad by pur- 
porting to teach hypnosis in easy 
lessons, even by mail, Dr. Edward 
R. Bloomquist of the College of 
Medical Evangelists, Los Angeles, 
called hypnotism as a parlor game 
“a meeting between the foolish 
and fools.” 

He called 
foolish for. 
“the responsibility .of toying with 
another person’s emotional proc- 
esses” and described fools as those 
who permitted themselves to be 
hypnotized since anyone “who 
would entrust his most priceless 
possession—his mind—to the inept 
maneuvering of an entertainer or 
a charlatan” is a fool. Since al- 
most any intelligent person can 
learn how to hypnotize others—if 
the others are susceptible to hyp- 
notism—there is real danger in 
the practice. As a matter of fact, 
Dr. Bloomquist called it_a “poten- 
tial of destruction” for the hypno- 
tist as well as his subject. 


One of the reasons for the popu- 
larity of hypnosis is that it is 
frequently being advertised as a 
“cure” for what ails people. How- 
ever, Dr. Bloomquist emphasized 
that “even in qualified hands, 
those of physicians or trained psy- 


chologists,”’ hypnotism “cures 
nothing”!

amateur hypnotists _ 
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The Al 
By Walter 


I wonder if you know the differ- 
ence between an alligator and a 
crocodile. There are. two ways to 
tell the difference. The word alli- 
gator begins with the letter A 
which has a sharp point on the top 
of it. The word crocodile begins 
with the letter C which is a round- 
ed and blunt letter. The alligator 
has a blunt nose like the C and 
the crocodile has a sharp nose like 
the A. This is the opposite of what 


you would think, but in this way 
you can always tell the difference 
between an alligator and a croco- 
dile. : 


There are a number of remark- 
able things about alligators and 
crocodiles. They never stop grow- 
ing. As long as they live they 
grow larger and larger. The turtle 
never stops growing, either. God 
knew that people would not care 
whether alligators kept on grow- 
ing or not but He knew we would 
care if; our horses, cows, dogs, 
cats, and chickens never stopped 
growing. He makes them stop 
growing when they are the right 
size. You see, God is a very wise 
God. He does everything wisely 
and well. He Knew that if a cow 
grew to be as big as an elephant, 
the farmer would have a terrible 
time milking it. He would have to 
get a stepladder. If your dog never 
stopped ' growing, there would 
come a time when he would: not 
be able to get through the door 
and you could not play with him. 
Imagine a hunting dog as big as 
an elephant! How could it chase 
a rabbit or a fox? But alligators 
keep growing, and no one Cares. 


Sometimes the mother alligator 
lays two or three eggs in a little 
hole in the sand or in the mud 
on the bank of a river. She may 
make a nest about eight feet long, 
three or four feet wide and about 
two feet deep, and in that nest put 
twenty-four, thirty, or even thirty- 
six eggs. The mother alligator does 
not sit on those eggs to hatch 
them as the mother hen does. You 
see, she is so heavy, clumsy, and 
awkward that she would break 
‘them. She merely places the eggs, 
in the nest and then goes some- 
where else and the heat of the 
sun hatches the eggs. They hatch 
in six weeks—twice as long as the 
time needed for hens’ eggs to 
hatch. 

The alligator also has a very 
peculiar mouth. Its large lower 
teeth fit into sockets in the upper 
jaw, like a lock, and if anything 
gets in those strong jaws, it will 
not be able to escape. 

The alligator can chew its food 
underwater. If it captures its vic- 
tim on the bank, it can hurry 
into the river, carrying its prey 
in its mouth, and chew it under 
water. The alligator cannot swal- 
low under water, however, and so. 


‘ jt must return to the surface to 


a log or crawl on the ‘bank to eat 
its food. It has a large valve in its 
throat which works in such a 
way that if it should start to 
swallow under water it would 
choke and die.

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name whosoever believeth on him

(Acts 10:43). He did not Say, 
Whosoever believeth on him and 
unites with the right church, or 
is baptized the right way, or lives 
the right kind of a life; but sim- 


ply, “Whosoever believeth on 
him’; then adds the plain prom- 
ise, “shall receive remission of 
sins.” 


When the jailer came trembling 
and fell down before Paul and 
Silas and brought them out and 
said, “Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved?” they answered, simply, 
plainly, ‘Believe on the Lord Je- 
sus,- and thou shalt be saved” 
(Acts 16:31). They did not say, 
Believe on the Lord Jesus and 
unite with the right church, or be 
baptized the right-way, or live the 
right kind of a life; they said‘sim- 
ply, “Believe on the Lord Jesus, 
and thou shalt be saved.” 


When Paul wrote to the Rom- 
ans, “To him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
reckoned for righteousness” (Rom. 
4:5), he did not say, Believeth on 
him that justifieth the ungodly 
and unites with the right church, 
or is baptized the right way, or 
lives the right kind of a life; but 
simply, ‘To him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
reckoned for righteousness.” 

To the grief-stricken sister of 
Lazarus, Jesus said, “Whosoever 
liveth and believeth in [into] me 
shall never die” (John 11:26). He 
did not say, Whosoever liveth and 
believeth in me and unites with 
the right church, or is baptized 
the right way, or lives the right 
kind of life; but simply and plain- 
ly, ‘“‘Whosoever liveth and believ- 
eth in me”; then He adds His plain 
promise, “shall never die.” 

When Paul said to the Gala- 
tians, “‘We have believed in |into| 
Jesus Christ, that we might be 
justified by the faith of Christ’ 
(Gal. 2:16), he did not say, We 
have believed in Jesus Christ and 
united with the right church and 
been baptized the right way, that 
we might be justified by faith of 
Christ and not by the works of the 
law. Instead of this, he puts it in 
simple, plain language, 

In all of these cases, these con- 
ditions could have been expressed 
just as easily by the Saviour and 
Peter and Paul as they are ex- 
pressed by religious teachers to- 
day. Why did not the Saviour and 
Peter and Paul express these con- 
ditions? There can be but one an- 
swer—because they are not con- 
ditions of salvation. How could the

Christ: 


Saviour and Peter and Paul have 
left out these conditions if they 
are conditions of salvation? 


Obey Him Because of Love 


But the question arises, If be- 
ing baptized the right way and liv- 
ing the right kind of a life are not 
conditions of salvation, why do 
these things? Not from fear of 
Hell; God desires no service from 
that motive. Let the Saviour tell 
why. When He instituted the 
Lord’s supper, He said, “This is 
my blood of the new covenant 
which is shed for many, for the 
remission of sins” (Matt. 26:28); 
and then before leaving the upper 
room He said to His disciples: “If 
ye love me, keep my command- 
ments” (John 14:15). Why love 
Him? Love Him because He shed 
His blood for the remission of 
their sins. Let Paul fell us why 
serve Him: “The love of Christ 
constraineth us; because we thus 
judge that if one died for all, 
then all died; and he died for all, 
that they who live should not 
henceforth live unto themselves, 
but unto him who died for them, 
and rose again” (II Cor. 5:14, 15). 


To Believe On Means Rely, 
Depend On Christ 


Now comes the all-important 
question, What do these parallel 
expressions, “believe on Christ” or 
“believe in |into|] Christ” mean? 
Many, when they see how simple 
and plain is the teaching, say, 
“Why, almost every one believes 
on Christ.” No; they believe about 
Christ, but not on Christ. A 
wealthy man deposits a large sum 
of money in the bank and prom- 
ises to pay the debts of all the 
poor people who will trust him to 
pay their debts. They all may be- 
lieve him, may believe about him; 
but only those who believe on him, 
depend on him, rely on him to 
pay their debts, will have their 
debts paid. So Christ died for all 
our sins (I Cor. 15:3); He gave 
Himself for us that He might re- 
deem us from all iniquity (Titus 
2:14); but only those who be- 
lieve on\Him, depend on Him, rely 
on Him to save them, will ever 
be saved. 


Notice Paul’s instruction to the 
Romans concerning believing on 
“To him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
reckoned for righteousness” (Rom. 
4:5). Consider the simple but vital 
teaching of this passage: He justi- 
fieth the ungodly. How? “Whom 
God hath set forth to be a propita- 
tion through faith in his blood... 
to declare, I say, at this time his

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righteousness, that he might be 
just and the justifier of him that 
believeth in Jesus” (Rom. 3:25, 
26); “being now justified by his 
blood” (Rom. 5:9). And He justi- 
fies us from all sin, “Our Saviour 
Jesus Christ who gave himself for 
us that he might redeem us from 
all iniquity” (Titus 2:13, 14); re- 
deems us from the curse of the 
law (Gal. 3:13), redeems us from 
under the law (Rom. 6:14), and 
this makes us God’s children (Gal. 
4:4-7), | 


God Justifies the Ungodly 


Consider further: He justifies 
the ungodly. If He justifies the 
ungodly, then all efforts to become 
godly in order to be saved are 
worse than wasted and are in re- 
bellion against God’s plan for men. 
“When we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died 
for the ungodly” (Rom. 5:6). “God 
commendeth his own love toward 
us, in that while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us’ (Rom. 
5:8). “When we were enemies we 
were reconciled to God by the 
death of his Son” (Rom. 5:10). 
Why? Because Christ justifies the 
ungodly. 

The Saviour did not say to Nico- 
demus, “‘Whosoever becomes god- 
ly should not perish,’”’ but ‘““Whoso- 
ever believeth on him.” Why? Be- 
cause He justifies the ungodly. 
Paul and Silas did not say to the 
jailer, a hardened sinner, ‘“Be- 
come godly and thou shalt be 
saved”: but, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus, and thou shalt be saved.” 
Why? Because He justifies the 
ungodly. 

On what condition does He jus- 
tify the ungodly? ‘To him that 
worketh not, but believeth on 
him.” Here is the work of the 
soul to be saved; Paul says to 
cease working at the task, and 
believe on, depend on, Him—He 
justifies the ungodly. God gave 
men ten commandments to keep. 
God’s Word says, “The man that 
doeth them shall live by them” 
(Gal. 3:12). But -all men have 
failed to keep them; “all have 
sinned and come short of the glory 
of God” (Rom. 3:23). 


Big Brother Hoes the Corn 


To illustrate: A father gives a 
little boy ten rows of corn to work 
out and says to him, “Willie, if 
you will work out the ten rows 
of corn today, I will pay you five 
dollars; but it will take steady 
work all day.’ About nine o’clock 
some boys persuade Willie to play, 
and he- plays with them for two 
hours. Now he cannot get the task 
done, and so is sure to lose the 
five dollars. | 

His grown brother comes to 
him and says, “Willie, I saw the 
trouble you were getting into, and 
had a talk with father. Father 
says that the work must be done 
or you will lose the five dollars. 
But father agreed to let me do the 
work for you. Now. if you will 
quit working at the task and 
trust me, depend on me, I will see 
that the work is done, and that 
you get the five dollars.” 

The little brother quits working 
at the task, and gets out of the 
field. He believes on, depends on, 
trusts, his big brother. If, now, 
there is any failure, it will be the 
big brother’s failure, and not the 
little brother’s. So, “To him that 
worketh not, but believeth on him 
that justifieth the ungodly, his 
faith is reckoned for righteous- 
ness.” 

If, then, the sinner will quit 
working at the task of his salva- 
tion and believe on, depend on 
Christ, trust the whole work of 
salvation to Him, He will “justify 
the ungodly” from “all iniquity” 
2:14). If, then, there 
should be any failure of being 
saved, it would be Christ’s failure, 
for He said, “Him that cometh 
unto me, I will in no wise cast 
out” (John 6:37). Why, then, 


Should the one who has thus trust-. 


ed Christ ever be baptized, or live 
a faithful, godly life? . 


We Should Work for Christ 
Because He Has Already 
Saved Us 


Go back to the illustration: As 
the little brother quits working at 
the task in the field and believes 
on, depends on, trusts, the big 
brother to have the task done, a 
man meets him and says, ‘Willie, 
your brother was good to you. But 
to do your work for you, that you 
might not lose the five dollars, he 
left his field, and it needs work 
badly. If I were in your place, 


from love to my big brother, I 
would go and work in his field for 
him.” The little brother says, “I 
will do it, sir.” He goes over into 
his big brother’s field and works 
harder than ever, not from fear of 
losing the five dollars, but from 
love tothis big brother. 


So the Saviour, after we have 
believed on Him, trusted Him to 
save, justify us, says, “If ye love 
me, keep’ my commandments” 
(John 14:15). “Go work today in 
my vineyard” (Matt. 21:28); not 
‘in your own.” All the work that 
the redeemed, the saved man does 
is not in his own field, to get the 
task done, that he may be saved; 
but in the big brother’s field, from 
love to the big brother for having 
relieved him of the entire respon- 
sibility for the task. 


To follow up the illustration: 
The big brother sees the little 
brother working in the big broth- 
er’s field and he goes to him and 
says, “Willie, I appreciate this, for 
you are doing it from love to me. 
If you were doing it from fear 
lest I might not keep my promise, 
it would hurt me; for that would 
show that you did not trust me. 
But you cannot work for me for 
nothing. I will pay you fifty cents 
for every hour you work in my 
field. Now, work hard and have 
a large reward for your, labor.” 

So the Saviour says, “Whosoever 
shall give to drink unto one of 
these littie ones a cup of water 
only in the name of a disciple, 
verily.I say unto you, he shall in 
no wise lose his reward’ (Matt. 
10:42). And he says, “Lay up for 
yourselves treasures in Heaven” 
(Matt. 6:20). “He shall reward 


every man according to his works”, 


(Matt. 16:27). The reward of fifty 
cents. for every hour’s work does 
not destroy the motive of love that 
moves the little brother; it only 
increases the motive of love. 

But do not redeemed people, 
God’s children, sometimes become 
backsliders? Yes. Go back to the 
illustration of the little brother 
and his task. As he is working 
from love to his big brother, in the 
big brother’s field, the bad boys 
follow him and tempt him, and 
prevail on him to leave the big 
brother’s field and to mistreat the 
big brother. The father sees it 
all; goes and takes the little 
brother out into the forest and re- 
proves him for his wrong to his 
big brother, and then chastises 
him and sends him back to the big 
brother’s field. 

So, when God’s redeemed, saved 
children backslide, do wrong wil- 
fully, He chastises them. “My son, 
despise not thou the chastening 
of the Lord, nor faint when thou 
art rebuked of him; for whom the 
Lord loveth he chasteneth and 
scourgeth every son whom he re- 
ceiveth” (Heb. 12:5, 6). 


Sometimes Christians Fail 
And Are Punished, But 
Not Lost 


“Also I will make him my first- 
born, higher than the kings of the 
earth. My mercy will I keep for 
him for evermore, and my cove- 
nant shall stand fast with him. 
His seed also will I make to en- 
dure forever, and his throne as the 
days of Heaven. If his children 
forsake my law and walk ‘not in 
my judgments; if they break my 
statutes, and keep not my com- 
mandments; then will I visit their 
transgression with the rod and 
their iniquity with stripes. Nev- 
ertheless, my lovingkindness will 
I not utterly take from him nor 
suffer my faithfulness to fail” (Ps. 


-89:27-33). 


Reader, which field are you 
working in? Are you working in 


your own field, trying to accom- 
plish a task, now that you have 
sinned, you can never accomplish? 
Meet all of God’s just laws and 
requirements, and develop a char- 
acter that will entitle you to a 
home in Heaven? Heed the mes- 
sage, “To him that worketh not, 
but believeth on him that justi- 
fieth the ungodly, his faith is 
reckoned for righteousness.” Be- 
lieve on Him, depend on Him, to 
justify you from all iniquity 
(Titus 2:14).. The moment you 
do, your eternal destiny is settled, 
“Verily, verily I say unto you, he 
that heareth my word and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation, but is passed 
from death unto life’ (John 5:24). 
Then, from love to the big brother, 
go into his field and work till the 
day is done,

sun, never the paling of the vivid 
green in drought. This blessed 
man will have always a shining 
face. He will have always a lilt in 
his heart. He will have always 
glory in the soul! 

And then comes the flat state- 
ment of this man that “whatso- 
ever he doeth shall prosper.” This 
blessed man will prosper in health. 
He will prosper in his family life. 
He will prosper in his business. He 
will prosper spiritually. Whatever 
he puts. his hand to will be blessed. 
When he opens his Bible, Gad’s Ho- 
ly Spirit will Help him understand 
it. When he goes to witness for 
Christ, he will speak with power. 
As he rears his family, he will see 
them turn out to his own great 
joy and to the glory of God. 
“Whatsoever he doeth shall pros- 
per!” That is one of the greatest 
promises in the Bible. 

God’s blessed man will be suc- 
eessful in marriage, in children, in 
job, in health, in the Lord’s work, 
in his own Christian growth, and 
in the happiness of his heart. He 
will be like Joseph, who was “a 
presperous man’ whether a slave 
in Potiphar’s house, but left to run 
the whole household, or a prisoner 
in the jail where soon he was left 
to run the entire prison, or the 
Prime Minister of Egypt. He will 
be’like Joshua who, meeting the 
same conditions, found that wher- 
ever he put the soles of his feet 
God had given it to him and “then 
thou shalt: make thy way prosper- 
ous, and then thou shalt have good 
success” (Josh. 1:8). 


2. Phis Great Promise Depends 
on Two Conditions 


Only two conditions will guaran- 
tee prosperity in everything, bless- 
ing in everything? Yes, just two. 
First, this blessed man avoids bad 
company. He does not walk in 
the counsel of the ungodly, he does 
not stand in the way of sinners. 
He dees not sit in the seat of the 
scornful. ‘This avoidance of bad 
company is the first condition. The 
other condition is simply that he 
delights in the Word of God and 
meditates therein day and night. 

Are there no other conditions? 
No other conditions except those 
that are inherent in these’ two. 
The man who avoids bad company 
will avoid the sins of bad com- 
pany. The man who delights in 
God’s Word will delight in God and 
will seek the face of God in 
prayer. One who is not led astray 
by bad company, and who seeks 
the will of God with loving care- 
fulness through the Bible, will 
obey this Word in which he de- 
lights. So the matter of doing 
right, of pleasing God, of being 
blessed in everything is a very 
simple business. One is simply to 
avoid the progressive curse of bad 
company and with loving delight 
to meditate in the Word of God, 
to know it and to follow it. 


3. But the Avoidance of Bad Com- 
pany Is the First Condition 


The Bible itself is the revelation 


of God. It perfectly makes known 


the will of God for men. In. the 
Bible men learn not only how to 


be saved, but how to live after 
they are saved, how to please God, 
how to have the power of the Holy 
Spirit; how to get prayers § an- 
swered, how to raise families, 
how to deal in business, how to 
preach the Gospel. And. every 
Christian is to live “not by bread 
alone,’ but as Jesus quoted from 
Deuteronomy 8:3, “By every word 
that proceedeth out of the mouth 
of God” (Matt. 4:4). 

Through the years I have found 
a holy joy in submitting myself 
to the author¥y of the Word of 
God. As far as I know my poor, 
deceitful heart, I delight in the 
Word and earnestly seek to follow 
the Word of God. I have written 
4 pamphlet very widely used on 
the Verbal Inspiration of the Bible 
and Its Scientific Accuracy, two 
important chapters in the book 
on the - Twelve Tremendous 
Themes. I have written a popular 
pamphlet of forty pages on Ow 
God-Breathed Book—The Bible. 1} 
am working now on a serious vol- 
ume concerning the inspiration of 
the Bible. I believe every word of! 
the Bible and I have through these 
long years of my _ evangelistic 
preaching pressed upon people 
everywhere the blessing and joy 
of following the Bible with no it’s, 
no and’s, and no but’s. I think ] 
have written comments on every 
chapter in the Bible and on every 
principal verse. And I have de- 
lighted. to preach on the Chris- 
tian and his Bible. 

Recently as I preached and 
wrote on the blessing of the Word 
of God to the Christian in an ex- 
position of Psalm 1, verses 2 and 
3, the Lord seemed to say to me, 
“John, I thought you had under- 
taken to preach everything in the 
Bible when you came to it.’

II. Avoiding Bad Company 
and Delighting in the Word 
of God Are Matching 
Requirements 
It is no accident, no whim that 


God has selected these two re- 
quirements for perfect blessing, 
continual success and happiness 


for the Christian. 


l. Here Are the Two Essentials, 
the Positive and the Negative, 
of the Christian Life 
If God had set the two require- 
ments that the blessed man never 
gets drunk, but he always remem- 
bers to pray, that would not have 
been adequate. That would. not 
have covered the ground. Those 
two requirements would not have 
Puaranteed continual blessing and 
prosperity. But these two which 
are given in Psalm 1:1 are the 
hemispheres which match together 
and complete a periect sphere. 
These are the positive and nega- 
tive poles of the same magnet. As

in. the sweet will of God day and 
night. In repentance one might 
say that a man turns from sin to 
Christ and God. In faith he turns 
to Christ from sin, Saving faith 
involves repentance and repent- 
ance involves faith. And so the 
man who truly delights in the 
Word of God turns from the in- 
fluence of wicked and ungodly 
men. 


In describing our wonderful sal- 
vation purchased by Jesus Christ, 
the Scripture says, “For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; .and 
that not of yourselves: it is the 
gift of God: Not of works 
lest any man_ should boast” 
(Eph. 2:8, 9). Salvation is not of 
works but of grace. So the life of 
the blessed man who pleases God is 
not influenced by bad companion- 
ship, but is daily influenced and 
molded by the blessed Word of 
God. 


2. No Man Can Follow the Bible 
Fully Who Is Influenced By 
Bad Companionships 


Fiow is it that many Christian 
men, good men, set out to follow 
the Bible and yet they come out 
believing different doctrines, come 
out with different standards of 
living, and many of them come 
out without the obvious blessing 
in everything which is promised 
the blessed man of Psalm 1? In 
many cases, those who try to keep 
the second requirement of God 
without keeping the first require- 
ment find that they are led astray, 
even in their understanding of the 
Scriptures and in finding the will 
of God, by the influence of bad 
company. 

A ship set out to follow a well- 
plotted course steering by the 
compass. Throughout the _ long 
night the engines drove the great 
vessel. But when the next day at 
noon the captain found his posi- 
tion by the sun, he was far off 
course. What was wrong? The 
helmsman had faithfully followed 
the plotted course according to 
the compass. But it was discovered 
that near the compass a small 
steel bar had been hung. And 
that magnetized bar drew the 
compass needle away from the 
magnetic Nortke Pole. The’ com- 
pass could not accurately point 
north when it was deflected by 
other magnetic influence. 

Any Christian man and woman 
who, no matter how devout, are 
much influenced by others who 
are not right with God will ap- 
proach the Scriptures with an un- 
conscious bias. They cannot find 
the perfect will of God because 
they are so anxious to please 
others. They so much revere the 
opinions of men that they sub- 
consciously modify God’s instruc- 
tions. 

I am saying that one’s company 
will influence his understanding 
of the Scriptures. Some years ago 
I invited a Methodist pastor to 
speak in a- Sword of the Lord 
conference. He was a godly man, 
an earnest, fervent soul winner. 
With unceasing zeal he preached 
the Gospel and got many people 
saved. I was glad to have him 
speak in our conference, to stir 
our hearts to soul winning. 

Perhaps our fine Christian 
brother felt himself somewhat 
surrounded by Baptists; out of 
his honest heart he publicly said 
that he believed sprinkling was 
the proper mode of baptism and 
if any of us wished to talk with 
him about it, he could give us 
good reasons for his belief. He 
was not offensive and none of us 
were offended. He was simply a 
good man who incidently express- 
ed his convictions, “the convictions 
he had been taught since a child in 
the Methodist church. And _ he 
felt it would be somewhat dis- 
loyal if he let people think he 
did not hold to the Methodist 
doctrine. 

However, this devoted and 
sacrificial Christian man, speaking 
in the power of the Spirit, striving 
earnestly to win souls, was too 
evangelistic, too insistent on the 
authority of the Bible, too sharp 
in his denunciation of sin to please 
the powers that be in his church. 
He found himself shunted to a 
small town, and then to a country 
circuit where he would have the 
‘Jeast influence. Little by little 
he came to the sad conclusion 
that he could not carry on a great 


direction of modernistic bishops, 
that he must leave the Methodist 
Church. He wrote me for counsel. 
And I suggested that he might 
find a place of usefulness among 
Nazarene or Free Methodists or 
Wesleyan Methodists. I suggested 
that since local Baptist churches 
were independent, owned their own 


property, called their own preach- 


ers, he might find more independ- 
ence in Baptist churches, but that 
he probably would not be content 
in such a church because he was 
an ardent Methodist by conviction. 

I was’ somewhat surprised to 
have his earnest reply. After much 
prayer and thought he decided that 
he could be a good Baptist by con- 
viction and baptize only believers 
and that by immersion. 

You see, when his loyalty burned 
hot toward the church of his boy- 
hood, he believed in sprinkling for 
baptism and_ sprinkling _ babies. 
But when he lost his sense of ob- 
ligation and loyalty to the great 
denomination, then he began to 
search out the matter with an op- 
en heart, and found he did not now 
feel as bound to those doctrines as 
he had done when he was influ- 
enced by denominational loyalty. 
_I am not saying that denomina- 
tional loyalty is always a bad in- 
fluence. I am_ simply showing 
that any strong influence which 
might differ from the Word of 
God keeps the Christian from un- 
derstanding the Word of God and 
following it loyally. That is es- 
pecially true about the influence 


on used to lead a Christian astray 
is bad company. 


1. Note Some Bible Examples 


Solomon was the wisest man who 
ever lived, wise with a God-given 
wisdom. I doubt if any argument 
by any heathen priest could have 
caused Solomon to waver a mo- 
ment in believing that the God of 
Israel was a true God. I do not 


believe that all the arguments of 


idolaters could have  eonvinced 
Solomon in his mind that ‘he ought 
to offer sacrifices to idols. 
what argument and-logic and rea- 
son and. facts could not do, the in- 
fluence of the women he loved did 
so. Pharaoh’s daughter and other 
princesses whom Solomon = loved 
and married led him away in his 
old age so that he worshiped idols 
and brought a curse on his family 
(I Kings 11:1-8). 


Do you think that any dovbter 
could have convinced the Apostle 
Peter that Jesus was. not the 
Christ of God? No, for he boldly 
declared, “Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God” (Matt. 16: 
16). And Peter received this not 


from men but as revelation to his 


heart from God. I do not think 
you could have bribed Peter with 
enough money to have him deny 
Christ or to curse and swear and 
quit the ministry. I do not believe 
that one could have persuaded him 
to do so with any argument and 
reason. But when Peter sat 
awhile by the fire in the courtyard 
with those who in a few hours 
would crucify the Saviour—when 
he joined in that conversation, he 
became somehow caught in Satan’s 


web. And before long he had

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of lost people, wicked people, 
scornful unbelievers. One who 
does not avoid bad company will 
not consistently delight in the 
Word of God. 

Why does not the Bible limit a 
wife’s obedience to her husband? 
Why does the Scripture not say, 
aS many wish it did say, that a 
wife should be subject to her hus- 
band as long as he is right and 
true to the Bible? Or why does 
it not say, as Mrs. Goforth inter- 
prets it in How I Know God An- 
swers Prayer, that a wife should 
be subject to her husband in all 
matters but’ spiritual matters? 
3ut that is not what the _ Bible 
commands. Rather the Bible says, 

“Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the 
Lord,” that is, as unto Jesus 
Christ, and so of course in com- 
plete submission. And again, 
“Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives 
be to their own husbands in every 
thing (Eph. 5:22, 24). Why? 
Doubtless for the reason that if a 
woman loves her husband as she 
ought and submits to him as she 
ought, she will think he is right 
and she cannot approach a moral 
problem of right and wrong with- 
out being moved and influenced by 
her husband’s opinion. And so a 
husband or father is permitted to 
disallow and cancel any vow of 
wife or daughter and to take the 
responsibility for it. (Num. 30: 
4-8). In other words, it is obvious 
that one cannot know the will of 
God well, no matter how he or she 
studies the Bible, if he is too much 
influenced by somebody else who is 
against God’s plan and will. One 
must avoid bad company if he 
would really delight in the Word 
of God and find God’s will in that. 


III. Bad Company Is Satan’s 
Principal Influence to 
Wrongdoing and 
Against the 
bible 


and blessed ministry under the 


It seems that Satan’s best weap- 
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three times denied the Saviour and 
cursed and sworn and then went 
out to weep bitterly and to quit 
the ministry! 

Peter was a wonderful preacher. 
He had been selected of God to 
open the door for the Gentiles in 
some sense. At least he was sent 
to preach to the house of Corneli- 
us, the first Gentiles saved in the 
book of Acts as far as we know. 
No argument I suppose could have 
convinced Peter that he should 
not recognize these Gentile con- 
verts as Christians even though 
they had not been circumcized 
and did not keep the ceremonial 
law. 


But Peter had friendships with 
some Jerusalem Jews. Later, his 
anxiety to please these friends 
when they were coming to Corinth 
led Peter for the moment to agree 
not to eat with the Gentile Chris- 
tians so as not to offend these 
Judaizing Christian Jews from 
Jerusalem, The influence of these 
mistaken Jews led Peter wrong 
and he must be rebuked by Paul 
the apostle as we read in the sec- 
ond chapter of Galatians. 

And good old Barnabas—how he 
loved the Gentile converts! He, I 
suppose, had done more to win 
Gentiles to Christ and loved 
them more than anyone else but 
his old partner, the Apostle Paul, 
with whom he went on the mis- 
sionary journey. But through the 
influence of Peter he too ~.was 
“carried away with their dissimu- 
lation” and was moved to sin in 
not eating with Gentile Christians. 
He did wrong to please others. So 
the Scripture says in Galatians 2. 
Paul had to openly rebuke Peter 
before all. 


I say that bad company seems 
to me Satan’s best bet in leading 
Christians to sin. And avoiding 
bad company is an absolute essen- 
tial to properly understanding and 
properly following the blessed 
Word of God. 


But. 


2. Our Companions Enlist Our 
Affections and So Bias Our 
Judgment 


You see that arguments may af- 
fect the head, but company affects 
the heart, the emotions, the pref- 
erences, and so gives a bias that 
largely controls the decisions of 
the mind. So in Galatians 5:24 
the Scripture says, “And they that 


are Christ’s have crucified the 
flesh with the affections and 
lusts.” Unless we crucify the af- 


fections of the flesh we are not 
truly at one with Christ when we 
open the Bible. So Christians are 
‘commanded, “Set your affection on 
things above, not on things on the 
earth” (Col. 3:2). The wrong 
kind of love or friendship can lead 
one wrong. Men are led into sin 
or false doctrine or into compla- 
cent acceptance of evil by love for 

a sinful friénd or for love for an 
y nar Mater or denomination 
whose influence is away from the 
Bible. 


It was Solomon’s ruin when he 
“loved many strange women” (I 
Kings 11:1). And God’s: prophet 
Jehu challenged Jehoshaphat, 
“Shouldest thou help the ungodly, 
and love them that hate the Lord?” 
(II Chron. 19:2). The wrong com- 


panionships, and hence the wrong 


affections, are Satan’s best weapon 
in leading Christians astray. Thus 
avoidance of bad company and de- 
light in the Word. of God are com- 
plementary conditions. Each re- 
quires the other and fits with the 
other for one to be God's blessed 
man. 


IV. Striking Instances Show 
That Failure in Separation 
and Failure in Loyalty to 
the Word Go. Together 


Psalm 1:1 teaches that bad com- 
pany and delight in the Word of 
God do not go together, that they 
are mutually exclusive tendencies. 
So many examples from the Bible 
show that.devotion and holy con- 
cern to kfow and obey the Word 
lead to all-out separation from evil 
companions and ways; as the oppo- 
site is true. 


1, Josiah’s Revival of Bible 
Devotion and Separation 
From Idolatry 


One of the most remarkable re- 
vivals recorded in the Bible is that 
in the kingdom of Judah under the 
reign of Josiah. It is described in 
II Kings, chapters 22 and 23, and 
in II Chronicles, chapters 34 and 
35. Josiah set out to repair the 
temple; and there amidst the rub- 
bish and in the unused rooms they 
found the book of the law, that is, 
all the Bible that had been written 
to that time. Hilkiah the priest 
gave the book to Shaphan _ the 
scribe and the scribe read it be- 
fore the young king. Oh, what a 
heart searching! The king rent 
his clothes over the failure of the 
nation to keep the Word of God. 
He sent to the prophetess to in- 
quire of the Lord. 


“And the king sent, and they 
gathered unto him all the elders of 
Judah and of Jerusalem. And the 
king went up into the house of the 
Lord, and ail the men of Judah 
and all the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem with him, and the’ priests, and 
the prophets, and all the people. 
both small and great: and he read 
in their ears all the words of the 
book of the .covenant which was 
found in the house of the Lord. 
And the king stood by a pillar, 
and made a tovenant before the 
Lord, to walk after the Lord, and 
to keep his commandments and his 
testimonies and his statutes with 
all their heart and all their soul, 
to perform the words of this cove- 
nant that were written in this 
book. And all the people stood to 
the covenant” (II Kings 23:1-3). 


And this devotion to the Word 
of God, this delight in the Scrip- 
tures, led to a great separation 
from false religions and idolatry. 
Josiah cleared out of the temple 
“all the vessels that were made 
for Baal, and for the grove, anc 
for all the host of heaven: and he 


, 


burned them without Jerusalem in 
the fields of Kidron, and carried 
the ashes of them unto Beth-el. 
And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah 
had ordained to burn incense In 
the high places in the cities of 
Judah, and in the ‘places round 
about Jerusalem; them also that 
burned incense unto Baal, to the 
sun, and to the moon, and to the 
planets, and to all the host of 
heaven. And he brought out the 


grove from the house of the Lord, 


without Jerusalem unto the brook 
Kidron, and burned it at the brook 
Kidron, and stamped it small to 
powder, and cast the powder 
thereof upon the graves of the 
children of the people” (II Kings 
23:4-6). Josiah defiled the high 
places all over Judah, took down 
the idols everywhere, broke down 
the altars which Manasseh and 
other kings had reared. 


What a scourging and cleansing 
throughout the nation! But that 
was not enough. The _ northern 
‘kingdom Israel had_ gone into 
idolatry too. So Josiah went up to 
Beth-el. 
was at Beth-el, and the high place 
which Jeroboam the son of Ne- 


bat, who made Israel to sin, had 


made, both that altar and the high 
place he brake down, and burned 
the high place, and stamped it 
small to powder, and burned the 
prove” (II Kings 23:15). Note 
how. drastic was his action even 
in the area of the northern king- 
dom. “And all the houses also of 
the high places that were in the 
cities of Samaria, which the kings 
of Israel had made to provoke the 
Lord to anger, Josiah took away, 
and did to them according to all 


| the acts that he had done in Beth- 


el. And he slew all the priests of 
the high places that were there 
upon the altars, and burned men’s 
bones upon them, and returned to 
Jerusalem” (II Kings 23:19, 20). 


In that same chapter, verse 13 
tells us that even the high places 
“which Solomon the king of Israel 
had builded...” for the heathen 
religions of Solomon’s wives, he ut- 
terly destroyed and defiled. 


He went back to clean out the 
compromises with false religion 
through seventeen generations of 
kings of Judah and all the way 
back to Solomon! 

Before his day there had*been 
some revival in the time of Asa, 
then of Joash and Hezekiah. But 
none of these had thoroughly 
cleaned out the high places. None 
of these had destroyed the images 
and altars set up by Solomon. 

It was only when there came a 
passion for the Word of God and 
the public reading of the Word of 
God with tears of repentance and 
with holy vows that there was a 
godly separation from the evils of 
faise religion and from disloyal re- 
ligious leaders. 

We do not wonder when we read 
in: JI ‘Kings 23:25. .that..“ ...dike 
unto him was there no king. be- 
fore him that turned to the Lord 
with all his heart, and with all his 
soul, and with all his might, AC- 


CORDING TO ALL THE LAW 

OF MOSES; neither after him 

arose there any like him.” 
Josiah’s great devotion to. the 


Word of God kept him from com- 
promising and from unholy alli- 
ances. King Asa, a good man, but 
without this emphasis and devo- 
tion to the Bible, tried to lead Is- 
rael back to God, but he did not 
remove the high places and he 
made a wicked league wifh Ben- 
hadad, king of Syria, and was 
strongly rebuked of God (II Chron. 
16:7-9). 
with God, put God’s. prophet in 
jail. He had great suffering with 
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Twin Conditions of Blessing 
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his feet, but did not seek the Lord 
and died! 


Jehoshaphat too was a good man 
and tried to lead Israel back to 


God and he was greatly blessed 
and had answers to prayer. But 
there was not this holy devotion 
to the Bible that Josiah later 
showed. He took away some of 
the high places, but not the idola- 
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What would your answer be if 
someone asked, “If death is a re- 
sult of sin, then what do we mean 
by saying that sinners will live 
eternally in conscious misery?” Or 
what would you say if a sinner 
honestly seeking salvation were fo 
inquire, “Please help me in the 
understanding of John 3:5. What 
does it mean for a man to be born 
of water and of the Spirit?” These 
are two of the subjects dealt with 
from the Word of God in this 64- 
page booklet by the director of the 
Back to the Bible Broadcast.

He 
made an unholy alliance with 
Ahab, which was strongly rebuked 
of the Lord in I Chronicles 19:2.

Chron. 20:35-37). 

Where there was not this delight 
in the Word of God, this constant 
seeking the will of God in the Bi- 
ble, there was compromise = and 
failure in separation. 


2. Nehemiah’s Revival Joined 
Holy Zeal for the Word with 
Godly Separation, 

Another blessed revival in the 
Bible is that reported in Nehemi- 
ah, chapters 8 and 9. All the peo- 
ple that had returned to Jerusalem 
“gathered themselves together as 
one man into the street that was 
before the. water gate; and they 
spake unto Ezra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of Mos- 
es, which the Lord had commanded 
to Israel.” They made a pulpit 
of wood and there Ezra the scribe 
and other noble men stood. “And 
he read therein before the street 
that was before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, 
before the men and the women, 
and those that could understand; 
and the ears of all the people were 
attentive unto the book of the 
law.” 


And again we read, “So they 
read in the book in the law of 
God distinctly, and gave the sense, 
and caused them to understand 
the reading.” 

The people were so moved, so 
convicted, that Nehemiah had to 
urge the people, ‘“This day is holy 
unto the Lord your God; mourn 
not, nor weep. For all the people 
wept, when they heard the words 
of the law.” ‘They were encour- 
aged to eat the fat and drink the 
sweet and send portions to those 
for whom none had been prepared, 
until the feast of lords should be 
restored, the feast of tabernacles 
scripturally observed — THE 
FIRST TIME SINCE THE DAYS 
OF JOSHUA! 

And the nextechapter tells of 
fasting and sackcloth and repent- 
ance. ‘And the seed of Israel 
separated themselves from all 
strangers, and stood and confessed 
their sins, and the iniquities of 
their fathers. And they stood up 
in their place, and read in the book 
of the law of the Lord their God 
one fourth part of the day; and 
another fourth part they confessed 
and 
God” (Neh. 9:2, 3). Oh, what con- 
fessing! What separation from sin 
and from the heathen people! And 
what restoring of the ordinances 
of God’s law! 

You see, godly separation always 
comes with the great delight in 
the Word of God. 


Elijah at (Mount Carmel chal- 
lenged Ahab and Israel, “And he 
answered, I have not troubled Is- 
rael; but thou, and thy father’s 
house, in that ye have forsaken 
the commandments of the Lord, 
and thou hast followed Baalim’’ 
(I Kings 18:18). And so he set 
the stage for the great superna- 
tural triumph of fire from Heaven 
on Mount Carmel. And then Eli- 
jah had them catch the prophets 
of Baal, 450 of them, and Elijah 
slew them at the brook Kishon! 
(I Kings 18:40). 

And at Pentecost if there was 
ever a good chance to compromise 
Peter and the disciples had it. But 
these priest and scribes and reli- 
gious leaders who went to the tem- 
ple, who offered sacrifices, who 
paid tithes, who were outwardly 
moral and upright were not count- 
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+from false religionists, 


worshipped the Lord their: 


We need only to mention that h 


ed fit to co-operate*in the revival 
at Pentecost. They were ad- 
dressed as wicked sinners and com- 
manded to repent! 


Let us repeat again that separa- 
tion from the ungodly and a holy 
delight in the Word of God are na- 
tural complements each to the 
other. 


Many men quote Scriptures who 
do not separate from the wicked, 
and from 
unbelievers. But did not Satan 
quote Scriptures to Christ? And 
do not all the cults quote Scrip- 
ture as do Jehovah’s Witnesses, 
Christian Scientists? Good men 
may believe the Bible without 
having the devotion that meditates 
in it day and night and the same 
devotion which would properly 
lead them to separate from the 
wicked. 


3. A Modern Example Shows That 
Retreat On the Bible Means 
Compromise On Fellowship. 


I think that Dr. E. Stanley Jones 
illustrates how one’s attitude to- 
ward the Bible and one’s attitude 
about separation. from false reli- 
gionists and. unbelievers go to~ 
gether, 


Dr. Jones, as I understand, said 
that he was converted at a 
Methodist altar and trained, I 
think, under Bible believers at As- 
bury. Dr. Jones says that he be- 
lieves in the virgin birth and deity 
and blood atonement of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 


But when he went to India, Dr. 
Jones tells us he felt that he could 
not defend all of the historic Chris- 
tian position. He decided that he 
must “shorten his lines of «de- 
fense.”” He would preach Christ 
and defend Him, but he would not 
defend the infallible _ inspiration 
and authority of the Scriptures. 
He has written very strongly, in 
personal letters, using modernists’ 
arguments against the Bible. 


Without any reference to the 
motives of Dr. Jones, I think it is 
an obvious fact that both those 
who agree with him and those 
who differ with him would admit 
that when Dr. Jones gave up the 
infallible inspiration and authority 
of the Bible, he at the same time 
opened the doors to fellowship 
with unbelievers, modernists, and 
Skeptics all over the world. He 
would not rebuke Dr. Fosdick for 
preaching on “The Peril of Wor- 
shiping Jesus,’’ or Dr. Nels Ferre 
for writing that Christ and the 
Bible are like umbrellas that keep 
a man from the best knowledge 
of God. He would not oppose Dr. 
Buttrick, the editor-in-chief of the 
infamous Interpreter’s Bible, pub- 
lished by Dr. Jones’ Methodist 
church, when Dr. Buttrick says of 
the God who demands the atone- 
ment for sin, “That God is my 
devil.” Dr. Jones can stay in the 
fethodist church when the presid- 
ing bishop of the church is Dr. Ox- 
nam, who quotes with approval 
the statement that the God of the 
Old Testament is “a dirty bully.” 

In fact, the great distinguishing 
feature of most of Dr. E. Stanley 
Jones’ ministry has been his insis- 
tence on all of us uniting, believers 
and unbelievers, liberals and con- 
servatives, modernists and funda- 
mentalists, and even perhaps some 
of the heathen ‘religions, in one 
super-church! 

As separation from false religion 
and ungodly men goes along with 
the holy devotion and delight in 
the Word ‘of God, so repudiation 
of the authority of the Bible goes 
along with forbidden fellowship 
with the enemies of historic Chris- 
tianity and with unconverted men. 

What God joined together let no 
man put asunder. And God has 
joined these two conditions of 
blessing: avoidance of the counsel 
of the ungodly, the way of sinners, 
and the seat of the scornful is 
first, and with it goes delight in 
and heartfelt meditation in and 
obedience to the Word of God. No 
man is a real friend of the Bible 
who is not against bad company. 

True Fundamentalism must em- 
‘phasize both separation and Bible 
authority. No man is to be trust- 
ed as a friend of the Bible who 
does not avoid bad company. 

And Bible believers had just as 
well accept God’s. plan on. this. 
Contending for the faith involves 
the reproach of coming out and 
being separate from the ungodly 
and from enemies of Christ and 
the Bible. One who avoids the 
reproach of scriptural separation 
also misses the promised blessing 
that “whatsoever he doeth shall 


prosper,” promised in Psalm l. 
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Why the Floods of Rains Have Fallen

rain; but to my knowledge of the 
subject, he utterly failed. There 
is but one explanation to be found, 
and that must be found in the Bi- 
ble. Let us see why God has sent 
so much rain by searching His 
Word. 


I. The Bible Declares God’s 
Use of Rain 


Let us examine our own situa- 
tion in the light of God’s Word. 
Speaking of rain, God’s“Word says, 
“He causeth it to come, whether 
for correction, or for his land, or 
for mercy” (Job 37:13). The rains 
that we have seen surely have not 
come because of the land, for it 
is flooded now and even washing 
away. It is not for mercy, because 
the crops—the lifeblood of this 
county—are wasting in the fields. 
If, therefore, God has not sent 
the rains for mercy or for the 
land, it must be for correction. 
There is sin in this county, and 
it.must pay for that sin. 


Frequently in the Scriptures we 
read that God sent the rain as a 
judgment for sin. In the days of 
Noah God sent a deluge, drowning 
animals, birds, and all living men 
except Noah. and his family. God 
used rain to bring judgment and 
death on them for their sins. 

In the reign of Jeroboam II Is- 
rael was extremely wicked in the 
eyes of the Lord. In lovingkindness 
and longsuffering He endeavored 
to bring them to repentance. In 
His appeal to them to turn from 
sin, God chastised them with rain 
and drought. “J caused it to rain 
wpon one city, and caused it not to 


rain upon another city,” He said 
(Amos 4:7). Yet despite the judg- 
ment of God upon them, they 
would not turn to Him. Therefore, 
God said, “Prepare to meet thy 
God, O Israel.” The Lord used rain 
to punish sin. 

Heavy rains will be part of the 
judgment on the Antichrist at the 
close of the tribulation period. 
“And I will plead against him with 
pestilence and with blood; and I 
will rain upon him, and upon his 
bands, and upon the many people 
that are with him, an overflowing 
rain, and great hailstones, fire, 
and brimstone” (Ezek. 38:22). > 

God has used rain, hail, floods, 
drought, fire, earthquake, pesti- 
lence, and all kinds of natural 
calamities to punish a people for 
their sins. 


II, Rains Come Because of 
Unrepented Sin 


1. Unrepented Licentiousness 


As you survey this county, you 
wonder how God could only send 
heavy rains instead of destroying 
it. Nearly every sin imaginable is 
committed in this county.

The sins of I 
Corinthians 6:9, 10 describe our 
county: “Be not deceived: neither 
fornicators, nor idolaters, nor 
adulterers, nor effeminate, nor 
abusers of themselves with man- 
kind, nor thieves, nor covetous, 
nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor 
extortioners, shall inherit the king- 
dom of God.” My friends, sin will 
not only bring rain, but it will 
bring everlasting punishment in 
Hell. 


2. Unrepented Robbery of God 


Why should this people expect 
God to bless the land and increase 
its yield when they care nothing 
for the support of God’s work? 
This people expect to get from 
God without ever giving. God says 
the man who withholds his tithe 
is a thief. “Will a man rob God? 
Yet ye have robbed me. But ye 
| say, Wherein have we robbed 
thee? In tithes and offerings. Ye 
are cursed with a curse; for ye 
have robbed me, even this whole 
nation” (Malachi 3:8, 9). God's 
children cannot prosper when they 
withhold His tithe. 


There is a man who lives a 
short distance from here whom 
I know very well. He promised 
the Lord that he would tithe all 
his crops in the coming year. He 
planted sixty acres of potatoes. 
Before the harvest it was esti- 
mated that he would make 350 
sacks to the acre, and the market 
price at that time was at an all- 
time high of $3.50 a sack. At the 
beginning of the harvest he took 
out some of the culls and sold 
them for $1,000. His pastor was 
in the post office when the lady 
handed him the check. Sunday 
morning came, and he gave his 
usual tip to the Lord. Sunday 
night, and still he did not keep his 
promise to God. Monday morning 
came with heavy rains. He was 
unable to sell another potato from 
that field. When a man steals 
from God he is “cursed with a 
curse.” Unrepented robbery of God 
is another reason .for the heavy 
rains. 


3. Unrepented Desecration of the 
Lord’s Day 


The Lord’s Day means almost 
nothing to the vast population of 
this county. Many so-called Chris- 
tians are in this same group. They 
would rather sleep late than wor- 
ship the Lord in the Sunday ser- 
vices. They would rather go fish- 
ing than to sing praises to the 
name of Jesus our Saviour. They 
would rather spend their time 
with the children of Hell .than 
with the children of Heaven. This 
complete desecration of God’s Day 
of worship brings the wrath of the 
Almighty God. How do you think 
God feels as He sees nine-tenths 
of the people honoring Satan in- 
stead of honoring the Saviour who 
died on the cross for our redemp- 
tion? 

Our county is described in Nehe- 
miah 13:15. As they defiled the 
Jewish Sabbath, so men now 
prostitute the Lord’s Day for profit 
and pleasure. “In those days saw 
I in Judah some treading wine 
presses on the sabbath, and bring- 
ing in sheaves, and lading asses; 
as also wine, grapes, and figs, and 
all manner of burdens, which they 
brought into Jerusalem -on the 
sabbath: day.’ God condemned 
them. through His servant saying, 
“Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil 
upon. us, and wpon this city? yet 
ye bring more wrath upon. Israel 
by profaning the sabbath”: (Neh. 
13:18). ae ) 

There is another potato farmer 
wha went heavily in debt in a 
gamble to make a third of a mil- 
lion dollars..He planted, cultivated, 
and tended his crop on Sunday 
the same as any other day. Since 
the rains have come, it is ex- 
tremely doubtful that he’ will 
make expenses+—-much less-a profit 
from his labor. God judges and 
punishes those who desecrate the 
Lord's Day. This is another rea-

III. God’s Remedy for 
Too Much Rain . 


1. Repentance 


Since it is sin. that caused the 
rains, then it is only repentance 
that will cause them to cease. God 
is uSing the rain to show the peo- 
ple that they must turn from their 
wickedness to the Lord Jesus. “Jf 
my people, which are called by my 
name, 


and: pray, and seek ~~. Laat and

shall humble themselves, | 


turn from their wicked ways; then 
will I hear from heaven, and will 
forgive their sin, and will. HEAL 
THEIR LAND.” 

If we come to Jesus in heart- 
felt repentance, God says He will 
remove the blight on the land. 
One of the first afflictions God 
places upon a people is to shut off 
the increase of the land. My dear 
friends, God is dealing easy with 
us now; but if we ignore His plea, 
He will deal with us in His mighty 
wrath. 

Just as God miraculously saves 
the sinner who comes to Him in 
faith and repentance and makes 
him a new creature in Christ, 
even so the Lord Jesus will heal 
the land when the people cry out 
in agony for forgiveness because 
of their sins. 


2. Obedience 


Once a person has had a salva- 
tion experience with the Lord Je- 
sus, He expects that person to be 
obedient in baptism and service. 


: 


Also, God expects a county to live. 


in obedience to His Holy Word. 
“If ye walk in my statutes, and 
keep my commandments, and do 
them; Then I will give you rain 
in due season, and the land shall 
yield her increase, and the trees of 
the field shall yield their fruit” 
(Lev. 26:3, 4). 

Notice when God’s people are 
obedient that the rains come in 
“due season” and not in the con- 
tinual downpours such as we have 
had. The Lord Jesus rewards obe- 
dience. 

God_always allows a people to 
occupy the land as long as- they 
live in repentance and obedience. 
If a county or nation chooses sin 
rather than Jesus, He will cast 
them forth from the land. “The 
land is defiled: therefore I do visit 
the iniquity thereof upon it, and 
the land itself vomiteth out her 
inhabitants” (Lev. 18:25). 

The Scripture says plainly that 
if a people do not repent of sin 
and take a stand against it in all 
forms, God will cause the land 
to vomit its inhabitants out of it. 
To choose to live in sin is spirit- 
ual death, physical death, nation- 
al death, and eternal death in a 
fiery, burning Hell. Hundreds of 
nations throughout the centuries 
are Only junk heaps in the records 
of history simply because they 
would not repent and _ submit 
themselves into the will of God. 

In 1947 a tropical hurricane hit 
the Mississippi Gulf Coast. One 
elderly lady who lived in Wave- 
land, Mississippi, was approached 
by a rescue squad. Her house was 
only about four feet above the 


sea level. She strongly stated to 
them that she had lived there a 
good part of her life, and that the 
house had stood many other 
storms and would stand this one. 
The angry Gulf rose eighteen feet, 
sweeping her house away. She was 
never found, nor any of the house, 
exdept the foundation post. Faith 
in the message of these men and 
obedience to their message would 
have saved her life. She was de- 
stroyed because she refused the 
message and refused to obey. 

That is the message Jesus gives 
you: REPENT or be destroyed 
in everlasting fire and brimstone. 
Jesus longs to save you now if you 
will only surrender your heart to 
Him,
